ve city of “Jerusalem the Golden” 
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as Christ must have seen it often 
from the Mount of Olives to the 
east. One of the most ancient of 
cities in the world, it has been a storm-center 
for martial and religious controversy since the 
days of David. Jew, Mohammedan and Chris- 
tian have laid it waste and rebuilt it, time after 
time. Of course it has significance now only 
on account of the associations of Jesus, His 
trial, and crucifixion just outside its walls. 
Contrary to popular notion, Jerusalem is by 
no means a sizable place. In America it would 
scarcely be called a city at all. At the most, its 
inhabitants number only about 60,000—which 
ranks it in sizé with Cedar Rapids, lowa. 


We first hear it mentioned in secular history ~ 


about 1,500 B. C. when Joshua wrested it from 
the Jebusites. It was then known merely as 
Salem. Not until the Jews took it over and 
made it their capital did it acquire its later des- 
ignation of Jew-Salem, or Jerusalem. 
David took up his residence in a height on the 
western side, which he called the Stronghold of 
Zion. Under Solomon. his son, a thousand or 
more years before the Christian era, it reached 
the height of its "2lory"— going then into а 


five-hundred-year decline until Nebuchadnez- | 


zar laid it completely waste and carried off its 
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Then the long arm of Rome reached out e 
took possession of it, rebuilding and beautify. 
ing it, just previous to the birth of Christ. 
Sixty-six years after Jesus’ death, a party of 
Jews revolted against Rome, and Titus—son 
of the Emperor Vespasian—laid siege to it, re- 
gained it, burned its temple and razed it to the 
ground. It continued a depressed and desecra- 
ted city till Rome became Christianized, in the 
third to fourth centuries. Then Helena, mother 
of the first Christian emperor, took charge of 
the place and so improved it that it was dis- 
tinguished for another hundred years. 

Then came the Mohammedans under the Ara- 
bian Caliph, Omar, and the Crescent and Scim- 
itar held sway until the Crusades, when it be- 
came a Christian city anew in 1099. But the 
Crusaders could not hold it against the might 
of Saladin, who overthrew it in 1187. About 
1517 it fell into the hands of the Turks, and it 
remained a part of the Ottoman Empire until 
the collapse of Turkey in 1918. 

Now the Jews want the English to give it over 
to them as a world home for Zionism. 


TERE is nothing “golden” about Jerusa- 
lem today. The level of the land has lift- 


‚ ed since Our Lord strode its narrow, crooked 


and vile-smelling streets. The valleys around 
about are filled with debris—the clutter of ages 
—for its present Jewish and Mohammedan 
population is probably the tawdriest on earth. 
Cemeteries of all sorts surround the walls and 
the rubbish accumulation gives it an aspect of 
mourning and decay. Мв surrounding wall 
contains ten gates, but only five are commonly 
used. It is the eastern wall which faces the - 
Mount of Olives, and in this wall there are two 
gates, one of which shows above the largest 
tree. This is the Golden Gate, now closed. To 
the right is St. Stephen's Gate where tradition 
has it that the first Christian martyr was killed 
by stoning. 

The garden visible inside the city wall, with 
the large-domed building in the center, is the 
Haram esh Sherif, a Moslem sanctuary, and · 
the building is called the Dome of the Rock. It 
is from the great rock inside that, according to 
legend, Mohammed ascended into heaven. To 
the left of it is the Minaret of Omar, and be- 
low the Minaret the old Serai, now used as a 
prison.

All Alike . . 


ve dA pA HEN you walk down 


the average American 
business street of a 
normal day, you en- 
counter perhaps а 
thousand people. 
They are shaped alike 
as to physical fea- 
tures. Each one has a 
head, a torso, two 

^ arms and two legs. On 
the ends of the arms are hands; on the 
ends of the legs are feet. They propel them- 
selves around in similar fashion. They con- 
verse in the same language. When they go 
home at night, they drive the same make of 
automobile, they enter the same kind of su- 
burban bungalow, they read the same evening 
newspaper after an evening meal that com- 
prises the same sort of food as is consumed 
by ten thousand similar human beings resid- 
ing in like communities throughout North 
America.

E MATERIALISTIC scientist holds that 
the creature known as Man is an evolution 
of species that began with certain animalisms 
in sea-water that were breakaways from forms 
of marine vegetation. By what he terms "nat- 
ural selection," after long residence on dry 
land Man evolved the sublimated mammalian 
forms that are the human creatures of today. 
The theological Fundamentalist agrees with 
none of this. According to the Jewish Scrip- 
tures, God made the world out of void, fur- 
nished it with plants and later with animal life, 
and finally made Man from the dust of the 
ground, "breathing into his nostrils the breath 


of life." This man, so constructed, was given 
“dominion” over all lower forms of life, but he 
"sinned" against God's commandments, fell 
from "grace" and had to be “redeemed” by the 
blood of the Savior Jesus Christ on the cross of 
Calvary. Jesus compensated for Adam's 
"sin" and therefore God is satisfied, and as 
men and women now die out of flesh, they go 
to heaven or hell according as they have lived 
in obedience to theological instruction. 

But all along through the Christian Scriptures, 
or the New Testament, we repeatedly encoun- 
ter references to the "mystery of Christ." The 
writings of St. Paul to the early churches are 
rich with them.

If ye have heard of the dispensation of the 
grace of God which is given me to you- 
ward: how by that revelation He made 
known unto me the mystery . . . which 
in other ages was not made known unto 
the sons of men, as it is now revealed unto 
His holy apostles and prophets by the 
Spirit . . . and to make all men see what is 
the fellowship of the mystery, which from 
the beginning of the world hath been hid 
in God, who created all things by Jesus 
Chr... 


What on earth can Paul be talking about? The 
opening books of the Jewish Scriptures make 
no mention of the earth and all things’ being 
created "by Jesus Christ" Апа all these 
references to a "mystery" . . . what mystery 


could have been indicated? 


ONE of two things must have happened. 
Either the ignorant Israelites did not know 
what occurred at the earth's creation, and so 
accepted the popular fables of the times con- 
cerning the globe's first inhabitants, or, the 
Christian Scriptures originally contained much 
more sacred erudition that somehow or other 
became edited out in the centuries immediately 
following the Crucifixion and the setting up of 
the early church. 

Whichever it was, we cannot ignore that the 
early Christians possessed knowledge of cer- 
tain Mysteries that were by no means divulged 
to their Roman contemporaries or even to 
their religious antagonists.

ly hierarchy. 
Аз recovered by psychical means, we get the 
inkling—and, in some cases, expounded hy- 
potheses—of a vast difference in the spiritual 
creation and composition of man, taking him 
as we find him spread across the earth's 
surface 2# 
Because human spirits occupy and use stand- 
ardized bodies, it may by no means follow that 
those spirits are all of the same order or had 
the same standard origin. 
We have reference to three forms of conscious 
life, known as “human” only because it ex- 
presses itself through the physical vehicle— 
First, the indigenous form, or the life that has 
come to flower strictly upon this planet since 
it was created; 
Second, the migratory form, or the life that 
may have arrived here from other Time-Space

But strangely enough, these Water nations 
never quite seem to make the grade. Always 
there is obstruction, bottle-necking, incompe- 


tency, inability to get the necessary 
tools and supplies. Being Water na- 
tions, they are out of their cosmic 


element in the air. And if this type of cosmol- 
ogy be accurate, they are never going to hold 
forth in such Air because the air is not their 
province. They would be turning back the ce- 
lestial equinoxes to do this. They would be al- 
tering their cosmic natures, or their places in 
the divine scheme of things. 

The ruthless and dispassionate fact is, that 
"they don't get to first base." Their concre- 
tions of air power simply don't “concrete.” 
They are bucking celestial influences which 
they refuse to acknowledge. Gradually they 
come to be checkmated, without understand- 
ing precisely һу... 


OF COURSE, humanity in the United States, 
living under an Administration controlled 
by the Luciferian influences, knowing little or

Who can they be, consid- 
ered from the cosmic standpoint, that after un- 
told generations of hibernating on a little strip 
of scoria rock off the coast of Asia, they sud- 
denly emerge upon the chessboard of interna- 
tional rivalry and seem to advance triumphant- 
ly to the position of controlling dominance 
from Vladivostok to Melbourne? 

How comes it that there has remained in this 

imitative and somewhat effeminate island peo- 

ple the energizing spark to bestir themselves 
as this Aquarian Age advances and make 
themselves of such moment in the Orient that 
they evict the navies and military of such pow- 
erful sovereignties as Britain and the United

The most expert anthropologists concede that 

they do not actually know "where the Japa- 
nese came from," They are different from the 

Mongol Chinese. They seem to have the inge- 
nuity of the inventive Nordic crossed with the 
staying and fatalistic qualities of the ancient 
peoples of Cathay. 


How do they come by their destiny, Air sign 
or not, to suddenly venture forth and chal- 
lenge the whole western line-up of nations, 
taking over the other peoples and lands of the 
Orient as though by a sort of celestial permis- 
sion? Ўт 

Well, some of the most advanced esoterists of 
the world have a private theory that is advanc- 
ed for what it may be worth in the light of ra- 
tional reasonings crossed with Nippon's fac- 
tual accomplishments. 


HERE are logical indications, reaching back 

into the hoariest antiquity, that long before 
Europe or the Americas gained to their pres- 
ent contours and identities as continents, there 
existed in the vast spaces of the now-watered 
Pacific, a very ancient continent known as Ad- 
doma or Adomi. Probably we get the basic 
word for primitive man, Adam, from the same 
root, or through some archaic hookup with 
the early natives of this continent. 
This vast continent of Adomi antedated even 
ancient Lemuria, which originally stretched 
from Australia to Easter Island. 
Apparently it sank gradually beneath the 
waves of the Pacific on a titanic equatorial ful- 
crum, and as it sank, the later continent of Le- 
muria came up.

In other words, due 
to volcanic submarine activity, the equatorial 
fulcrum broke and Adomi did not arise anew 
when Lemuria gradually disappeared. Instead, 
land arose in the vast Atlantic sea, thus balanc- 
ing water and terrain on the planet's whole

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ОЁ Adomi today, we would seem to have no 
other vestiges remaining above the Pacific's 
surface but what is called the Aleutian Island 
chain, remotely connecting Alaska with 
Nippon їж 
Of Lemuria we have naught but the scattered 
islands of the south seas, terminating with 
Easter Island a thousand miles off the coast 
of Chile, but admittedly taking in the present 
continent of Australia. Scientists admit that 
the flora and fauna upon Australia are differ- 
ent from any flora and fauna elsewhere on the 
earth's surface. As for the Adomi continent, 
the same scientists refer vaguely to a "land 
bridge" that must have at one time connected 
North America with Asia, in order to get the 
anthropological types of human beings show- 
ing similarity as between the Mongols of Si- 
beria and the red Indians of the North Ameri- 
can plains. 
Viewed in the light of the Adomi-Lemurian 
hypothesis, all these connections and bridges 


are not so fantastic as the orthodox geologists 
would have it appear. . . 


ON THIS most ancient of all continents of 
Adomi, the Wisdom indicates that sever- 
al dispensations of spiritual-mortal life went 
through the reincarnational cycle and “school” 
after "school" of celestial spirits went through 
their mortal courses and graduated into the 
loftiest regions of time and space—indeed, 
may well have traveled far off into other time- 
space “frames” of the Einstein scientists and 
astronomers $% 
But left on the residue of exposed land surfaces 
of Adomi were the remnants of this decidedly 
prehistoric people that had not quite completed 
their planetary instruction or progression on 
this orb and became a species of hermit-people, 
awaiting the equinoctial opportunity to mani- 
fest again and complete their instruction un- 
der worldly conditions. This remnant-people 
was an Air race, and its symbol was Old Sol. 
From the very oldest—or earliest—Nipponese 
legends and traditions of Izanami and Izonaga, 
standing on the Bridge between the worlds and 
bestirring the waters of creation with the great 
jade spear, we would seem to have the symbol- 
ism of this Adomic existence, experienced at 
a time between the precipitation of the last 
vapor canopy that laid down the most recent 
and final polar ice cap, and our world of unob- 
structed heavens of the present. 


This early Nipponese mythology speaks of the 


same "tholos" or star-bowl in the northern

It could scarcely have been imported, and 
could not have traversed so lengthy a land and 
sea distance as spanned the Mediterranean and 
the northern Pacific Ocean. 

If, on the other hand, we gave exploratory 
thought to the Nipponese of today as being the 
last dispensation or school of these very ancient 
Adomites, we would have a most rational and

What New Land? And why should it have 
been designated as "new"? 
The white people of the earth, on the other 
hand, seem to have been the Atlanteans—or at 
least they came to flower and appear as we 
know them today—in the Atlantic-Mediterra- 
nean scene or district. Atlantis, we have rea- 
son to suspect from the oceanography deter- 
mined by the 1888 cruises of the vessels Dol- 
phin and Gallagher, dropped beneath the waves 
of the Atlantic Ocean in less than a day and a 
night, as "gas chambers" blew out beneath 
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that continent and escaped into the strata be- 
neath present South America, sending up the 
Andes Mountains 14,000 feet in air. 

That the country containing the Andes for- 
merly existed at sea level is proved by the gi- 
gantic locks of Lake Titicaca, now lifted to the 
very top of the Andes Mountains—nearly 
three miles high—yet showing traces of ocean- 
going vessels' passing through them that must 
have been larger than anything traveling the 
oceans of today, not excepting steamers like 
the Europa, the Bremen or Queen Mary. 
Travel to Easter Island and look below the 
waves of clear water, and the scientist-explorer 
sees the evidences of buried stone cities that 
must at one time have sustained immense pop- 
ulations. Moreover, traces of gigantic stone 
wharves and docks are discernible. Their ma- 
sonry or stone-work baffles anything known to 
modern engineering. 


THE PEOPLE of modern Japan, therefore, 
suddenly leaping into explosive action and 
overrunning the Orient, most certainly would 
have a logical explanation if we were to accred- 
it that they are the final school of Adomic 
souls, passing through the ultimate phase of 
their mundane development before following 
their more advanced brethren of tens of thou- 
sands of years—perhaps millions of years— 
bygone, long since graduated into other frames 
of Time and Space as their planetary education 
became complete. It would seem to be the 
flower of their archaic civilization of Adomi 
coming to the fore in an ultimate gesture of 
exercise, before they go completely from the 
earth's aura and take their place 
in the great upward concourse of 
Cosmos. How long this dominance 
must so exercise, we have no way 
of knowing and are given small 
information concerning. 
Certain it is, however, that in the 
prophetic lore of all metaphysical

the War Turns 
Its Corner . . 


сеек, HE UNIVERSAL question on 
every lip, and within every heart, 
throughout America in these 
dark hours of the present is: 
how long will this great interna- 
tional conflict last? 

Is it correct, as the Administration has con- 
tended, that the United States is "in" for a 
war that shall last ten, twenty, thirty years? 
Is it possible that any war, in this age of whole- 
sale destruction of cities and materials, can 
possibly keep going until Churchill's Britain 
and Roosevelt's United States have reversed 
the course of history and restored the status 
quo of 1938? 

From every clairvoyant and esoteric source 
with which deeper students of metaphysics 
seem to have encountered to the moment, the 
answer is, "No, this is not going to be a long 
war. It is going to be a comparatively short 
war. It will be sharp, fearsome, and unutter- 
ably destructive—more for the other nations 
of the world than for the United States—and 
its early termination will appear when Great 
Britain is evicted from the Orient." This con- 
sensus of prophetic opinion seems to be more 
than mere desire-wish thinking. 


GIVING OUT dates is always dangerous, for 

it is conceded that even the greatest wits 
of Cosmos cannot figure time as mortal men 
and women figure time, but if some of the pre- 
dictions as to events could be translated into 
terms of years and months and weeks, there 
seems to be more or less agreement that 
the whole great international cataclysm will be 
a thing of history by 1945. That does not 
mean that the engaging nations will have 
achieved their objectives, even those who ap- 


pear to "conquer," by 1945, or that we shall 
have arrived in an utterly peaceable world by 
any such date. It only implies that the major 
moves on the whole war chessboard shall have 
been made by that date. Perhaps half a century 
will be required to fully approximate the ef- 
fects on the nations involved so that they can 
truly declare it is a thing of the past. . . 


T DOES not appear to be desire-wish think- 

ing, either, that the United States is said to 
have a special mission in the settlement of the 
whole, and for that reason the great lording 
oversouls of this Republic do not prescribe any 
such physical destruction for this land and this 
people as was prescribed before the war broke 
for disintegrating Piscean England. 
It has been indicated that the turning-point for 
America arrives with the British eviction from 
Singapore and the loss of South Sea bases for 
her navy protecting India and Australia. $% 
When Britain is driven from Singapore, she 
can no longer maintain such portions of her 
heavy fleet as enforce her jurisdiction over In- 
dia and Australia. Japan is already taking the 
outer Australian islands, and her troops are at 
the gates of Burma. With India and Australia 
lost to Britain, the fall of Winston Churchill 
is certain, granted that Hitler and his Nazi 
troops effect no actual invasion of the British 
Isles this spring. 
If Churchill falls, and disappears from the Eng- 
lish scene, a great psychological collapse is 
due for millions on both sides of the Atlantic. 
Mr. President without his English colleague, 
may easily be envisioned as a ship without a 
rudder. Suddenly it may crash home to the 
American people that they have been manipu- 
lated into a conflict which demands that the 
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American Republic sally forth and conquer in 
its own right, every other land beneath the 
sun. This is a fantastic ambition that the sound 
sense of Americans will inevitably repudiate. 
The Peace Element within the United States, 
having not a thing in common with either Ber- 
lin or Tokyo, may swell to such overwhelming 
proportions as to demand that our American 
leaders negotiate themselves out of the mael- 
strom t# 


MARCH and April of this coming Spring are 
indicated as having vital maneuvers in 
store for all the embattled nations, the United 
States included. For one thing, the breaking of 
winter in Russia is going to reveal to the rank 
and file of Americans what a colossal program 
of lies, deceits, false reports and bogus news 
communiques they received, in "information" 
coming from the eastern battlefronts concern- 
ing the Russian thrashing of Hitler's Germans. 
Even unbiased news correspondents have let 
it out from time to time that all this news of 
Russian “extermination” of Nazi battalions is 
the sheerest fabrication, inflicted on Americans 
in order to make it appear that Stalin and his 
operating cohorts are worthy of continued A- 
merican support. The mere computing of the 
"hundreds" of villages which the Stalinites 
boast of having "retaken," adds up to more 
villages than exist on the maps of all the Rus- 
sias $% 
It seems to be the Luciferian tactics of the 
Spanish Civil War all over again. It may be 
remembered that if newspaper dispatches from 
Red headquarters were to be believed, the Loy- 
alists were completing their conquerage of 
Spain—according to their own communiques 
—when Franco broke into Madrid and the war 
was over but for the shouting. 
Similarly, most of the news from the eastern 
battlefronts, attesting to the annihilating 
thrashing that the Nazis are receiving in Rus- 
sia, reaches this country and its press associa- 
tions through the channels of the British cen- 
sorship. Britain still seems to be telling Ameri- 
can newspaper readers what she wants told 
them, in order to keep up the depletion of 
American man-power and supplies in favor of 
the British Empire. 
If April comes, the 12-foot snowbanks melt, 
and it is found that Hitler's armies have by no 
means been thrashed—let alone exterminated 
— but are set on the trigger to finish the Bol- 
shevik embroilment, what will the Luciferians 


say or do to account for their bogus huzzahs of 
the 1941-42 winter? 

Have Russian Communists been able to work 
tanks or airplanes in 12-foot snowbanks any 
better than their German enemies? 

Does a temperature of 40 below zero freeze up 
German motor oils but leave Russian motive 
power unaffected? 

Only a year or so ago, when Finland was on 
“our” side and fighting the Reds in the north- 
ern peninsula, the Reds were reported as so 
poorly clad that they were perishing by thou- 
sands in the arctic snows. But a short year pas- 
ses, Finland goes on Germany's side and Rus- 
sia comes over onto "ours," and presto! the 
Reds are fully clad in the most comfortable 
furs and are pushing their machinery in an in- 
vincible recovery of the territory taken by the 
Nazis in the autumn. Does it make sense? 
Yes, it makes sense—to the Russian or British 
propagandist who wants America to deplete 
herself to equip these "allies" that British de- 
signs may be achieved to the utmost. 
Britain—at least Churchill's Britain—is appar- 
ently figuring that if the United States can be 
mulcted to the limit of her resources, she will 
present no serious rivalry to England when the 
conflict is ended. Churchill's England thinks 
that it is going straight back to the dominant 
position which England has always held, and 
restore the status quo of 1938. What a ghastly 
disillusion these Churchillites have coming to 
them! They are being gradually "washed up" 
throughout the earth, but are too bigoted and 
stubborn to discern it! $% 


KING between the lines of dispatch after 

dispatch that is coming from Europe by 
short-wave or the reports of returned travelers, 
is the ugly insinuation that Stalin is already so 
badly mauled that he may arrive at an "under- 
standing" with Hitler before renewed fight- 
ing on the eastern front takes serious aspect 
after the melting of the present winter's snows. 
Stalin—in other words— may "dump" Britain 
and the United States and arrive at a liaison 
with the Axis. This will compel the Roosevelt- 
ians to do another handspring and ask us to 
again consider the Bolshevists our enemies— 
as they were considered when Pelley and his 
colleagues went before the Jew-whitewashing 
Dies Committee in 1940. 
Stalin may arrive at this "understanding" with 
the Axis to save Japan from attacking him on 
the steppes of Siberia, if naught else. That, in 
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turn, would mean that the billions of dollars' 
worth of equipment and supplies which the Ad- 
ministration is proclaiming as being sent to 
help Russia this season, may, within the new 
summer period, be turned against British and 
American boys, and Europe present a front 
more formidable than Dunkirk. 

Japan, on the other hand, even if the British 
are driven from the Orient, must either attack 
the Communists or take Stalin's allegiance, for 
Nippon can by no means have a hostile Russia 
at her very backdoor across the small Japan 
Sea. Neither can she have Stalin continuing to 
conspire and collude with that Red brigand— 
and pet of the Jewish Rooseveltians—Kai 
shek.

Japan is overreaching herself, in that it is 
doubtful if she has nationals enough to occupy 
the territories she has seized throughout the 
Orient. Hitler is overreaching himself in ex- 
pecting to police all of 
Europe, Russia and the 
Levant with his Nazi 
forces. The Adminis- 
tration in the United 
States is on the way to 
overreaching itself as 
it begins to send AEF 
forces to all world bat- 
tlefronts, leaving the 
home front unprotect- 
ed, and assuming that 
American boys will be- 
come good Britishers 
by reason of being ordered to augment the 
British forces overseas and enter under com- 
mand of British officers. 

Britain and Russia are the only two countries 
that to date have not overreached themselves, 
but both have been atrociously crippled, one 
by sea and the other by land. 

The whole devastating business would seem 
to postulate a different kind of a peace settle- 
ment than has ever been witnessed between 
nations hitherto.

4MMEDIATELY after the Jewish 
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prelates had connived Christ's 
death and Jesus himself had 
given supportable attestment of 
His resurrection—a feat that, in 
all piety, does not appear at all 
astounding to the expert psychic researcher of 
today—the disciples started out across Asia 
Minor and the Mediterranean basin preaching 
what was, to the Roman, Greek or Judaist of 
the time, a new religion. The essence of this 
new religion was, that the Almighty Creator 
of the universe possessed one child, a son, and 
that this son had taken mortal form for a pe- 
riod to work a moral and spiritual shake-up 
among sinful and self-seeking humanity. All 
those who “believed” on this only begotten 
Son of God were not to perish but were to have 
everlasting life. 

There were many moral and ethical values to 
this new religion as well. Its devotees were to 
love one another just as they were supposed to 
love God, to obey the public authorities, to be 
honest and upright in their dealings with their 
neighbors. But the new religion mainly was 
an acceptance that God had but one son, and 
that this one son—by his crucifixion—had 
“given His life" for the world. 

The academicians and theologians got hold of 
this hypothesis and up across the following 
nineteen centuries created a vast executive 
structure for its promotion and stability which 
they called the Church. 

This executive structure not only supplied vast 
numbers of them with economic support; it 
gave them social and political influence that 
is scarcely displeasing to human beings of any 
generation. What actually happened as the 
result of the Christ Legend, however, was to 
make a sort of idol out of Jesus the Christ as a 
splendorful personage, and neglect or ignore 
the mightier thing which Jesus the Christ in 
His person represented. 


This thing which Jesus the Christ in His per- 
son represented was the attainments and attri- 
butes that are part of the composition of the 
human spirit which mankind in a backward or 
besotted state of quasi-animalism does not 
commonly recognize or acknowledge. 

The prelates and divines, in other words, 
seized upon Christ’s extraordinary capabilities 
to prove that He was a supernatural personage 
—a manifested god who commanded awe- 
some obedience—instead of grasping that His 
life was a converse exposition of how ignorant 
and stupid man was in failing to accredit his 
own possibilities for duplicate performance fs 
When we study the details, episodes, and cir- 
cumstances surrounding the installation. of 
Christianity in the light of present-day re- 
search into soulcraft and psychism, we per- 
ceive that everything which Jesus lived, said, 
and did, was a vast exhibition of sublimated 
Spiritism  ?* 

The doctrine as Christ uttered it, said in es- 
sence: "The consciousness that becomes the 
display of the mortal spirit when housed in 
a physical body, has capabilities and functions 
which you would never grasp in the wildest 
flights of your imaginations unless you had 
factual demonstrations of them. 1 come to 
you, as a wiser Elder Brother, to make those 
factual demonstrations. The things | do ye 
shall do also, yea, even greater things than | 
do, shall ye do, if ye but love me and keep my 
commandments” ўж 

Whereupon He proceeded to “до wonders" 
and "work miracles." And even after the 
venomous and vindictive Judaists had de- 
stroyed His body through crucifixion, He 
turned about and gave unmistakable proof of 
the fact that His physically-released spirit lived 
on in finer and more splendorful aspects of 
matter fw 

It wasn't a case of Christ's knowing so much; 
it was rather a case of man's knowing so little. 
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And up across the Piscean age, man has in- 
sisted—under the encouragement of his clerics 
—upon remaining in the state of knowing as 
little as possible that he might maintain the 
hero worship, or idolatry, of adulating the One 
who merely wished to show him what his "be- 
lieving" spirit could accomplish. 

Of course, you must believe in a thing—sys- 
tem, hypothesis, function, call it what you will 
—before you can ‘live’ it. That is only a fun- 
damental of logic. 


HAT CHRIST seems to have invited all 
men everywhere to do, throughout the 

centuries that were to elapse before He made 
Himself perceptible to men's mortal senses a 
second time, was to explore and practice the 
fecundities within their own essence, that He 
so aptly displayed and proved as He moved 
among men in His flesh. 
But under the theological systems or structures 
of the Piscean sequence, man missed the 
great point entirely, or rather, he stopped short 
of exploration and practice, in order to idol- 
ize the more adept performer.

What man actually does is to hypnotize him- 
self into incapability and spiritual sterility and 
then declare to allow no thinking beyond it t¥ 
But the Aquarian sequence creeps up on him 
and pushes him out of his warm bed of lethar- 
gy. It propounds still another aspect of religion 
to him: not the idolizing of a great Progressed 
Spirit, but a trenchant and avid investigation 
of what Consciousness of itself may "be" or 
"perform"—to the entirely devout end that 
God and Cosmos may be the better understood

UST AS we find ourselves leaving the Pisce-

Read the Acts of the Apostles in the light of 
current psychical research and it becomes ap- 
parent that all that the disciples did in the Up- 
per Room gatherings—when the Holy Spirit 
came upon them and the Comforter stood in 
the center of them— was to hold what would 
be regarded today as Spiritualistic seances $% 
Even their joining of hands is not neglected in 
the record. 
Unknown to millions of orthodox religious fol- 
lowers, there is scarcely a sect or denomination 
of importance operating today that was not 
founded by a leader who was either clairaudi- 
ent or mediumistic. The great Methodist E- 
piscopal Church of the present was founded 
by John and Charles Wesley. They got their 
"inspiration" to perform their preachings from 
the psychical phenomena in their cottage at 
Epworth. Methodist leaders do not tell their 
people about the trance sittings of the Wesley 
brothers' mediumistic sister. 
Even the erudite Catholic prelate will concede 
if you can get him to discuss it, that the Roman

Our American Boys Will 
Learn the Hard Way... 


YEAR ago October, Mr. Pres- 
ident stood before a Boston audi- 
made what purported to be a sol- 
emn pledge to the fathers and 
ence, seeking re-election, and 
mothers of America: “I say to 
you again and again,” he emphasized, “your 
sons are not going to be sent abroad to fight in 
this war on foreign soil." On the strength of 
being this great apostle of peace, he was re- 
turned to high office. This past month he an- 
nounced with the utmost sang-froid that vari- 
ous American Expeditionary Forces have been 
determined upon by him and his advisers, and 
the current news columns tell of American lads 
already disembarking in Ireland. 

The system of American defense seems to be 
to infiltrate the draftees into the British ar- 
mies and forces abroad and let them get their 
training under battle conditions. 

In the spring, it is implied by the various 
speeches of Mr. Churchill, the Anglo-Ameri- 
can forces, presumably under British leaders, 
are going to attempt a landing on the conti- 
nent of Europe. 

Naturally the mothers and fathers of America 
are by no means forgetting the discrepancy be- 
tween Mr. President's promisings and his sub- 
sequent performances, 

In the event that such invasion of Europe is 
attempted in the spring, and thousands of raw 
American troops participate, and it is no more 
successful than in 1940, the prospects are that 
the whole war program of Mr. President will 
be repudiated by American electors at the No- 
vember polls. 

Still, there is another phase to the callous ges- 
ture the Administration is making to "'collab- 
orate" with England. It involves the repudi- 
ation of the Administration by the American 
people from quite another cause than the mere 
disregarding of solemn promisings. 


THE ADMINISTRATION theory seems to 


be that if American troops are sent over- 
seas, and blended with British troops under 


British officers, they are thereby going to be 
converted into Anglo-American Tommies їж 
It does not seem to penetrate the psychology 
of the Washington officials that perchance the 
very opposite may be the product. 

You can't change an American lad, with strong 
patriotic blood flowing through his veins, into 
an Englishman merely by enrolling him as an 
enforced combatant beneath the Union Jack. 
The World War of 1917-18 demonstrated that, 
beyond all doubt. 

Of all the undying hatreds born of the World 
War, the hatred of the American veterans for 
English Limeys surpassed animosity for the 
"Frog" Frenchmen, or even the enemy “Hein- 
ies o vss 

The inherent snobbery of the Englishman for 
everything American is bound to crop out in 
any intermingling of the armed forces. These 
sons of ours, seemingly betrayed by insincere 
campaign promisings, are not all going to be 
butchered overseas, no matter how bitter the 
struggle that opens with the summer. 

They are not going to be marooned overseas 
permanently. Tens of thousands of them are 
going to come home. American ingenuity, 
coupled with parental pressure brought to bear 
on the Congress, will see that it is arranged Ўт 
They are going to return home, therefore, 
with experience behind them that will oper- 
ate two ways— 

First, they will have observed at first hand 
just what the European struggle is all about 
and what operated to involve us in it; 
Second, they are going to arrive at their own 
notions of what Union Now with England 
means in its deadlier personal phases, and ex- 
press themselves in no uncertain terms as to 
how they feel toward making it a national con- 


tinuity t# 
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[T IS a fearsome karmic retribution that the 
Rooseveltians are rolling up for themselves, 
and apparently it is not going to involve any- 
thing like further reincarnational cycles to 
bring the fruits of it home to those whose obli- 
gation it becomes to face it.

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Socrates Suffered Our Persecutions 


2,410 Years Bygone 


Most men and women of the present, 
possessed of a common school educa- 
tion, have heard of Socrates. Socrates was 
a Grecian philosopher born in Athens in the 
year 469 B. C. His father was a notary, his 
mother a midwife. Аз a youth he received 
the customary Greek instruction in music 
and gymnastics. After reaching his matu- 
rity he made himself familiar with astron- 
omy and geometry as well as perfecting him- 
self in the methods or doctrines of the lead- 
ers of Athenian thought and culture. In 
order to earn a livelihood, he made sculp- 
turing a business. A group of the Graces, 
supposed to be his work, was to be seen on 
the road to the Acropolis as late as the sec- 
ond century. 
But what we are most interested in know- 
ing about Socrates now is the peculiar 
change that came upon him during his 
middle twenties. Almost overnight he 
abandoned art and gave himself over to 
what can best be called Education, conceiv- 
ing that he had a divine commission, wit- 
nessed by oracles, dreams and signs, to con- 
vict men whose ignorance mistook itself for 
knowledge and by so doing to promote their 
intellectual and moral improvement. 
Soon Socrates attained to intimacy with the 
most distinguished of his Athenian fellow 
citizens, He served as a heavily armed foot 
soldier during the three-year war that broke 
out in 432 B. C. and on one occasion saved 
the life of Alcibiades at Delium. In this 
campaign his bravery and endurance were 
conspicuous. But while he thus performed 
the ordinary duties of a Greek citizen, he 
neither sought nor attained political po- 
sition. His "divine voice," he said, had 
warned him to refrain from politics, prob- 
ably because office would have entailed the 
sacrifice of his principles and diverted him 
from the role he had to play in universal 
history. We are going to consider this 
"divine voice" to fuller extent in a moment. 
Coming home from the wars, he began to 


conduct a sort of forum-school in conven- 
ient open spaces about Athens. He grew 
stocky in his body and indifferent mentally 
to the type of government which the Greeks 
were then developing. His marriage to 
Xanthippe has come down to us as prover- 
bial for domestic discord. Nevertheless, in 
406 he was elected a member of the Athe- 
nian Senate. And it was his supreme inde- 
pendence of the will of the majority in this 
body that began paving the way for his dra- 
matic death. 


[T SEEMS that senates back in the day of 

Athenian democracy were not much dif- 
ferent from the senates of today. They 
affected to execute the will of the people, 
but actually, in behind the scenes, they 
obeyed the dictates of a little group of des- 
pots. One of the most powerful of the lead- 
ers in the Athenian Senate of Socrates's 
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time was Callixenus. This man arose in the 
Senate one day and proposed that the fate of 
eight unsuccessful generals in the late war 
should be determined by a single vote of the 
assembly. Such a thing was both illegal and 
unconstitutional. Socrates opposed it, earn- 
ing the undying hatred of Callixenus. In 
the language of today’s politics, Callixenus 
set out to "purge" Socrates from the Senate 
and have done with him for good. 
Two years later a regular Reign of Terror 
broke out in Athens, democracy collapsed— 
as it always collapses when the public busi- 
ness is left to lower-class incompetents— 
and a council known as the Thirty forced 
itself to power. Socrates became a thorn 
in the side of this Thirty. Anxious to im- 
plicate in their crimes men of repute who 
might otherwise have opposed their plans, 
they ordered five citizens—Socrates being 
one of them—to go to Salamis and bring 
back one of their destined victims, Leon. 
Socrates alone refused. So the Thirty set 
out to work his liquidation. 
The means they chose was not one whit 
different from similar expedients being 
practiced today. They did not come out 
directly and order him erased because he 
exposed their own transgressions. They put 
through a special ordinance forbidding ‘һе 
teaching of the art of argument." In other 
words, like dictators since time began, they 
made free speech and free assembly capital 
offenses. Socrates declared that such a 
statute was the height of public immorality 
and refused to obey it. 
Thus he decreed his own violent death t# 
In 399 he was indicted as an offender 
against public morals. The accusation ran 
thus: “Socrates is guilty, firstly, of denying 
the gods recognized by the State, and intro- 
ducing new divinities, and, secondly, of cor- 
rupting the young.” 
In other words, the great philosopher was 
an upsetting element in preservation of the 
status quo which gave these despotic officers 
their power. The way to get rid of him was 
to kill him—or at least offer him the chance 
to kill himself. 
We are most of us familiar with the manner 
in which he died. Because of his great 
prominence, he was not taken forth and 
publicly butchered. That might have 
caused disastrous rioting among his friends. 
He was sent a cup of hemlock which he was 
required to drink within a definite time. 


This poison had the property of causing 
a peculiar numbness that started in the feet, 
crept up the legs, and when it eventually 
reached the heart, its drinker of course died. 
The old philosopher, being no more afraid 
of death than he had been of the Athenian 
tyrants, called his disciples about him, gave 
them a final discourse and then calmly 
quaffed the cup. We have the dramatic 
story of those last moments recorded for us 
by Plato. 

Now the things intriguing us about Soc- 
rates at this moment are three— 


HE MAN, by his own attestment, had a 

“divine voice” that spoke inside of him 
counselling him to drop his work as a stone- 
cutter and go forth and become the princi- 
pal expounder of Truth in his time; 
His career in revealing a more rational and 
reliable scheme of public morals and divine 
concepts aroused the ire of the political 
authorities who did not wish the public to 
become stirred up spiritually and so under- 
mine their autocratic and profitable sine- 
cures; 
When they wished to rid themselves of this 
human fountainhead of enlightenment, they 
did it by passing repressive statutes against 
free speech and public assembly and there- 
by made any teacher and enlightener can- 
didate for execution. 
The same thing is going on in European 
countries today, and seems to be rapidly in 
process of consummation in our free repub- 
lic of the United States as well. 
Perhaps there is a fourth important point, 
however, which we should likewise note in 
regard to Socrates: the infamous nature of 
the accusation against him— 
“He was guilty, firstly, of denying the gods 
recognized by the State and introducing 
new divinities, and, secondly, of corrupting 
the young." 
Two thousand and three hundred years ago, 
in other words, we find the tenet of tyranny 
laid down that when Religion sustains the 
status quo of politicians it shall not be 
tampered with, and that when a Great Soul 
with the “divine voice" speaking within him 
affects to proclaim a purged and purified 
doctrine, he shall be charged with “corrupt- 
ing the young.” 
All of it brings this further great truth home 
to us: that Falsity and Error—both other 
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names for Ignorance—cannot stand of 
themselves but must ever call upon political 
and civil force to defend them and liquidate 
by violence whoever defies them. 


OF COURSE, what happened in the an- 
cient case of Socrates happened to still 
more tragic extent in the case of the person- 
age known as Jesus the Nazarene. It hap- 
pened in the cases of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
of Savonarola, John Huss, John Wycliffe 
and Roger Williams. Europe since the day 
of the Albigenses—meaning from the 11th 
to the 13th centuries—has been one perpet- 
ual slaughter-pen of great souls who have 
felt themselves required to rebuke ignorance 
and subversion and bring a fresh glimpse of 
infinite truth to man. 
This means in turn that ignorance and sub- 
version have ways of becoming so insuffer- 
able that the great Oversouls who watch 
above humanity have to work injections of 
corrective doctrine into the spiritual blood- 
stream of humanity every little while. 
They seem to do this in the form of very 
human couriers sent into life and "awaken- 
ed" to their roles as Enlighteners when they 
have come to their maturity. 
And here is the further astounding fact— 
from the materialistic standpoint—that each 
and every one of them seems to make the 
same attestment of a "divine voice" speak- 
ing inside him. It counsels them in tenets 
not of earthly acceptance at the current mo- 
ment, thus forever indicating that there 
must be a great fundamental scheme of Life 
outside the octave of the Obstructed Uni- 
verse that humankind misses or ignores, 
operating as it perpetually does down here 
under the great effluvia of evil that dis- 
tinguishes mortality. 


HE THING that should challenge and 
silence every materialist of every gen- 
eration, is— 
If every great liberator and enlightener of 
the human species from Moses to William 
Lloyd Garrison gives it out in one fashion or 
another that he has a divine oracle speak- 
ing within him, commanding him to do this 
or that, even commanding him to an even- 
tual martyrdom from which such recipient 
does not shrink, should not the rational 
conclusion be that such voice is real, 
rather than to dismiss it as a subconscious 
messianic complex, which by no means ex- 


plains the transcendent nature of the mes- 
sage brought to society anew? 

Somehow, from some basic cause seemingly 
common to all peoples, there is a tendency 
in human nature to turn its thinking along 
wrong and mischievous channels. [t seems, 
instinctively, to base its spiritual concepts 
on perplexities of materialism, and label as 
fantastic whatsoever can't be perceived or 
explained by the functions of the senses 2# 
It would certainly seem to be the sane and 
logical course, after the proceedings of hun- 
dreds of generations have proven the un- 
erring collapse of human society from fol- 
lowing upon such material concepts, for in- 
telligent mortal people gradually to discard 
this sensorial basis for all worldly develop- 
ment and begin serious examination of the 
higher-life program that may be in action 
outside the material universe. 

However, we must look the fact sternly in 
the face, as Socrates and Jesus both had to 
do, that such glimpsings of the higher 
workings brought to common mankind 
threaten to upset the religious or political 
sinecures of the dominant authorities. And 
that is never tolerated. Such great souls, 
with the "divine voice” speaking inside 
them, have to be content with showing such 
glimpses of the Higher Program as they can 
before the vengeance or reprisals of the 
political and civil oligarchies catch up with 
them and liquidate them . 

There is, nevertheless, one way in which to 
outwit such brutal and arbitrary suppres- 
sions. That is, for enough truth to be cap- 
tured and relayed to numbers of people in 
any given generation, particularly by means 
of the imperishable printed word, that it 
cannot be easily exterminated by the 
OGPU's or Gestapos of any given period. 
Still, that is a subject unto itself, dealing 
with expediency in getting a doctrine 
founded. 

What is the more important, at this particu- 
lar interim in the vast social and spiritual 
confusion of the earth, is for as many of 
us as possible to lay hold on the features 
of this great Working Plan of the Universe, 
outside of, or above, mortality, and under- 
stand it sufficiently that we can—each 
one of us—transmit it along to the persons 
with whom we come in daily contact ўж 
To do that, means that we have to apply 
ourselves to a serious study and absorption 
of the real fundamentals of the universe, as 
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seen and examined by those no longer 
handicapped by the fogs and limitations 
of purely physical flesh. 

For instance, it has long been accepted that 
when a person "dies"—that is, when he 
comes to the quitting of his physical body 
—he goes by means of some mystical levi- 
tation straight into the presence of God and 
the angels. In these precincts, which par- 
take of the features of a glorified earth- 
ly court room, his soul comes up for judg- 
ment. His good deeds during the earthly 
lifetime are compared with the bad, and if 
the preponderance is upon the side of the 
good, he is assigned to celestial precincts 
where he does nothing further throughout 
eternity but praise Divine Providence. If his 
deeds on the other hand have been pre- 
dominantly bad, he is consigned to Plu- 
tonian regions where there is weeping, wail- 
ing, and gnashing of teeth. 

Such a concept harks back to the funda- 
mentals of every early religion, that mor- 
tality is an octave ruled over by Master 
Spirits of Good and Evil, one being pretty 
much on a par with the other, and the 
conscious soul choosing to which it will give 
obeisance and obedience. Аз we shall have 
explained to us further on in this study, it 
arises from the apparent fact that vast 
hordes of spirits discarnate in Cosmos are 
either ascending into greater and grander 
reaches of knowledge or descending to 
greater and profounder depths of ignorance. 
That there should be a "ruler" over each 
quota is more or less a natural mortal no- 


tion. 


WE FIND when we come to probe into 
the octaves above mortality, that ac- 
tually there are no Good or Evil "principles" 
arbitrarily defined, but merely degrees and 
gradations of Cosmic Enlightenment and 
Cosmic Ignorance. 
The "evil" man is always and forever the 
"ignorant" man.  Goodness and wisdom 
on the other hand, are uniformly syn- 
onymous. 
There are as many designations and degrees 
of "evil'—or ignorance—as there are hu- 
man concepts, conditioned by earthly ex- 
perience, to depict them. What is evil to 
one generation may not be evil to the next. 
To catch the true picture of divine truth, 
therefore, it is necessary for us to throw 
overboard scores of our previous orthodox 


notions—or notions acquired from ortho- 
doxy—and consider Cosmos and its organi- 
zation as it actually is. 

Incidentally, it requires a peculiar caste 
of time-mellowed spirit to do this; the 
"younger souls" alive in physical mortality 
today, by the very nature of their imma- 
turity, are by no means “up” to it. They 
look upon it as blasphemy or heresy of a 
sort and think it should be punished—or 
halted under the restraints of arbitrary 
penalty. 

Thousands of the spirit-souls that had in- 
carnated in and around Galilee in the open- 
ing years of the Christian era in order to be 
on hand when the Great Avatar made His 
last incarnation, were really these aged 
spirits “who could take it," and we find 
them back in life in untold numbers in the 
present generation, in order to be at hand 
when the same Master Teacher comes back 
for the completion of His Piscean Ministry 
in flesh. However, we will go into that 
when we come to it. 


W/HAT WE are interested in considering 
at the moment is the fact that every 
age, and every generation, let the true 
Cosmic Program become obscured and be- 
fogged because of the repressive dictates of 
the political or civil "authorities"—sup- 
ported by the various priestcrafts that de- 
velop to arbitrary power in every dispensa- 
tion—and periodically it becomes necessary 
for the Great Overlords of Society to make 
corrections and alterations in humankind's 
general thinking or conceiving. 

We appear to stand upon the threshold of 
such a period of universal renovation right 
at the present time. 

Christianity came on the earthly stage some 
1911 years bygone, according to chrono- 
logical reckoning. That is to say, it came 
on the scene with the baptism of Jesus in 
Jordan River when He started forth to per- 
form His first miracles and attract attention 
to Himself as the Piscean-age Messiah. He 
was reputed to be thirty years of age when 
this baptism happened. His ministry lasted 
three years, when His crucifixion stopped it. 
Subtracting thirty from Nineteen Hundred 


and Forty-one gives the aforesaid 1911. 


RIGINAL Christianity, we are discover- 
ing now, was really a heresy against 
predatory and materialistic Judaism or or- 
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ganized priestcraft no matter amongst what 
people it was displayed. 

Jesus—or Jesu as He was known in the 
Aramean tongue—was not correctly desig- 
nated as "the Christ" till long years after 
His crucifixion, because "Christ" is the 
Anglicized rendition of the Greek word 
"Chrystos" or “Anointed Teacher." We 
are going to examine, further on in this in- 
struction, just what went on in the Palestine 
country attendant on the Savior's ministry 
and murder, giving us many of these er- 
roneous concepts of the present. The same 
Great Avatar, we are finding out, comes to 
physical flesh during every zodiacal cycle. 
He is the same transcendent Being in every 
incarnation, though He may take many per- 
sonalities and many names. 

However, after He had spoken the divine 
truths that He is supposed to have released 
at that particular time to human society, he 
suffered the same penalty that Socrates suf- 
fered, that of being physically exterminated 
because He antagonized the powerful polit- 
ical and ecclesiastical elements in society. 
But the fundamentals of His instruction 
were carried along and disseminated among 
the various races and nationals of the 
period by those whom we term today "the 
early Church Fathers." 

All the same, this instruction that He 
brought to the world afresh could by no 
means be allowed to go out to waiting mil- 
lions in the form that He spoke it. It 
made the reigning theological dignitaries 
liars and deceivers—as in truth they were. 
So, when they discerned that they couldn't 
exterminate the converts of the re-establish- 
ed Truth by fire, lions, or soldiery, they 
took a craftier tack. 

They established a great school in Pella, 
Asia Minor, that was known as the College 
of the Ebionites. 

These Ebionites were uniformly Judaists 
who were schooled in preaching to the early 
Christians that they simply couldn't be bona 
fide Christians until they had first shown 
themselves to be bona fide Israelites. They 
propounded the tenet that "Jesus came to 
fulfill the law of Moses," thus putting the 
patriarch of all the Jews into the picture on 
an even footing with the Great Galilean. 
As a matter of harsh fact, the Great Gali- 
lean had gone up and down Transjordania 
proclaiming that the Jewish people were 
of "the synagogue of Satan," traducers and 


corruptionists, thus playing the role of the 
earth's outstanding anti-Semite. It was pre- 
cisely this activity, and none other, that re- 
sulted in His execution on the cross. The 
progeny of the same Judaists would work 
the same insufferable fate on every Christian 
follower today, if allowed the opportunity. 


W/BAT WE, as "reborn Galileans," want 
to investigate and examine in this 
course of enlightenment that lies ahead for 
us, is the text and essence of the real mes- 
sage that Jesus—or Joshua—the original 
anti-Semite and protagonist of Christian- 
ity, preached up and down Palestine in the 
brief three years that He deployed in a physi- 
cal body and trained His lesser compatriots 
and colleagues to succeed Him in spreading. 
Then we want to follow through the years 
and events that ensued after His physical 
liquidation, show how the Truth as He 
spoke it came to be incorporated in a 
vast Mediterranean movement known as 
the “Christian church,” how its institutions 
and rituals came to be admitted, and what 
the actual story of Christianity and its vari- 
ous heresies and subversions have been dur- 
ing the 1911 years since the allegorical 
“Ascension.” 
This constitutes in essence a seminary 
course in Christian theology that electrically 
repudiates nine tenths of the specious and 
spurious "Christian Doctrine," that has 
come to motivate the Christianity of the 
present t# 
It means that we must rediscover what 
Jesus really said and taught in Palestine, 
what the facts behind His liquidation actual- 
ly were, what happened to the various dis- 
ciples after His quitting the mortal arena, 
how the encroachments of the Judaistic and 
Roman adversaries colored and altered the 
fundamentals of the new religion, how it 
finally came to succeed the old pantheon of 
Greek and Roman "gods," and what base 
purposes it was made to serve up through 
the Dark Ages, till it has been made the 
basalt for the confusions and disasters— 
socially and spiritually—of the present. 
It is no curiosity probe that is thus being 
projected, but a stern, serious accurate 
examination of Revealed Truth, that must 
be restored and made to function for the re- 
demption of agonized society in the current 
generation.

N SUNDAY evening, January 
twenty-fifth, while Windy Win-

HE TWENTY-FIVE materializations com- 
prised three children, two eighteen-year- 

old girls, and twenty adults, about evenly divid- 
ed as to men and women. Many of the latter 


were clothed in raiment similar to that which 
they had worn in mortality and which their 
loved ones recognized. 

One portly, bald-headed physician, clad in a 
robe similar to an Episcopalian rector's surplice 
and stole, stood in the center of the sitters and 
delivered a ten-minute talk on the import of the 
current war as observed by those existing at 
the moment in higher octaves of Time and 


Space. t# 
(COUNTLESS are the skeptics or ignoramus- 


es ready to shout "Trickery!" at such an- 
nouncement. There must haye been hocus- 
pocus in it somewhere because if such demon- 
strations actually took place they would be 
“against all laws of Nature"—the skeptics and 
ignoramuses thereby implying that they are ex- 
perts and final authorities on all laws of Nature 
and that none may operate that are not known 
generally to the man in the street.

The physical touch had all the 
strength of a normal young woman of twenty 
years. The editor can attest this. 

He happens to have been the astonished mor- 
tal thus "spook-handled" . 


HE AVERAGE orthodox human being 
cries, "Oh, if I could have a demonstra- 

tion like that, and see, and touch, and hear 
some special departed friend whom | have 
loved very much, and whose true identity 1 
could test, then would I believe!" 
It is the old cry of the Disciple Thomas, who 
insisted on putting his fingers into the stigmata 
on the palms of Our Lord. 
The strange part about such desire is, that 
there is naught to keep them from having such 
demonstrations if they will but comply with 
the conditions that render them of fact. 
Too many people, demanding that they be 
"shown" that such things are actual, insist that 
they shall be performed upon some public 
street at high noon or at an evening's cocktail 
party where half-drunken colleagues are do- 
ing the rumba. 
Just because one must develop camera plates 
in the ruby light of a dark-room to avoid the 
disfigurements of the sun's actinic ray in order 
to get a picture, by no means makes photog- 
raphy a fraud or proves there is no such proc- 
ess. Go where such things happen, assidu- 
ously seek them out in a spirit of sincerity and 
a desire to be instructed, and the proof of them 
comes so overwhelmingly that even the most 
hardened skeptic must admit that something 
is wrong—viciously wrong—with orthodox 
teachings as to what happens to consciousness 
beyond physical demise.

EAR seems to grip the minds and

Recall the glories of Christian Constantinople, 
of Christian Alexandria.

Repeating the Cycle 
of Galilee in This 
Twentieth Century 
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n лих ANY students of Ethnology— 
| | which is the science of races and 
families of men—discern with- 
out much argument that the so- 
called Galilean Sequence in hu- 
man affairs is being repeated in 
the present generation. Today, however, the 
claims and aspirations that were once of mo- 
ment merely for Transjordania—the land- 
bridge and causeway connecting the three con- 
tinents of Asia, Europe, and Africa—are under 
attempted exercise over all the continents of 
the world. 

Nineteen to twenty centuries ago, the Mediter- 
ranean basin constituted the center of the 
world. Rome and the Roman legions were 
the dominating powers—powers, all the same, 
that were on the descendent. Today, Britain 
occupies the position once enjoyed by the 
Caesars. The Mediterranean basin has opened 
to take in China on the one hand and America 
on the other, with Germany coming up to re- 
peat on the exploits of the Goths and Huns ўж 
The geography has enlarged but the situation 
remains. In the midst of the whole of it, as in 
the midst of Transjordania in the time of John 
the Baptist, one megalomaniacal race of incon- 
sequential numbers but strong in materialistic 
sagacities, affects to sprawl out and supervise 
the whole. 

It seems to be a decree of Divine Providence, 
however, that when men in their childish polit- 
ical aspirations arrive at a definite impasse, 
and the civilized universe becomes insanely 
embattled, a Bethlehem Nativity occurs in one 
form or another. 

Transjordania, let it be repeated, has enlarged 
to embrace the world's seven oceans. But the 
situation in its racial essentials has not altered 
in the frailest particular. 

Just as the expiring Roman jurisdiction cut 


down and razed Jerusalem before it went out 
of existence, so may it well apply that the ex- 
piring British jurisdiction may cut down 
and raze the more modern Jerusalems that 
have been attempted to be set up in every cap- 
ital on earth. 


HE SO CALLED "known world" has been 

at universal war many times in human his- 
tory. The fact that aviation and radio have 
contracted the geographical mileage involved 
in encompassing the planet, does not alter the 
premise of this convulsion among peoples 
or of ambitions as between races. 
It was while the Jews of Transjordania were 
aspiring to dictate to the Caesars, that Jeru- 
salem should be of more consequence than 
Rome, that Jesus the Christ made His earthly 
appearance. Апа after His baptism by John 
—who was beheaded for his candor—Jesus 
the Christ started out afoot through Galilee, 
Samaria and Judea, preaching the most scorch- 
ing anti-Semitic doctrine that has been heard of 
since Esther and Haman. Why should He have 
done this, knowing in His divine perspicacity 
that certain personal destruction awaited Him 
in the end? 
Certainly, nothing in the Nazi literature from 
"Mein Kampf” to "Voelkischer Beobachter" 
approximates the eighth chapter of St. John 
for "laying Israelites out in lavender.” 
Christ Jesus, by His own words reported in St. 
John, was a more zealous anti-Semite than 
Adolf Hitler. 
What a miserable irony it is, that tens of 
thousands of "Christian" pastors and mil- 
lions of "Christian" worshipers, assail the Na- 
zis as "pagans" for their attitude on the Jew- 
ish question, when the progenitor of their own 
religion spake words of Jew-condemnation 
which if published in this journal in the twen- 
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tieth century would land its publisher in jail for 
libel. Christ "went after" the Jews—aggres- 
sively, uncompromisingly—almost from the 
first month of His ministry. 


Why should He have done this? 


E MUST have known that for some rea- 
son not understandable by laymen, there 
were present in the earthly arena a vast guild 
of souls that for some mystical reason did not 
belong there. Either they had intruded where 
it was not the divine intention that they should 
appear, or they had distinguished themselves 
by a Mephistophelean cunning that could only 
mean self-awareness with altruism eliminated. 
Altruism is a definite spiritual component. 
Intelligence without it is a dangerous creation. 
Here on this globe in interstellar space were 
hordes of isolated spirits, some possessing the 
spiritual component of altruism, a minor frac- 
tion possessing intelligence with altruism lack- 
ing fw 
The Drama of Humanity, of course, was the 
business of the intelligent spirits with altruism 
a major quality in their composition, hav- 
ing to exist and evolve side by side with intelli- 
gent beings to whom altruism was a weakness, 
a defect, a general silliness. 
This meant that the element without altruism 
was going to give terrific contest on the ma- 
terial plane to the spirits that possessed it. 
How would the latter emerge from the con- 
test? What armors had they, behind which to 
defend themselves? 
Christ's method for tackling the problem— 
granting for the moment that He was the su- 
pernal Son of God—was indicting to their 
faces these Children of the Synagogue of 
Satan, and warning them that if they failed to 
change their ways and acquire this altruism 
which they lacked, eventually extermination 
in the physical as well as the spiritual sense, 
was going to be their portion. 
The reply of the Luciferians—if that is what 
they were—was, that Christ didn't know what 
He was talking about, that He was a fraud and 
a stirrer-upper, that they were by no means 
bound to recognize Him! as any messiah, and 
that on the whole He ought to be Dies-Com- 
mitteed to public trial and death sentence as a 
malcontent and blasphemer.
